TO  THE  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL  OF 
FELIXSTOWE  AND  WALTON. 


Gentlemen, 


I beg  to  lay  before  you  the  following  report  on  the  Sanitary  condition 
and  vital  statistics  of  this  district  for  the  year  1904  : — 

Population. 

The  Population  estimated  to  July  ist,  1904,  is  6853. 


Area. 

The  area  of  the  district  in  acres  is  3936.  The  number  of  inhabited  houses 
is  1600,  and  54  new  houses  were  completed  during  the  year.  The  average 
number  of  persons  per  house  is  4*2. 


Births. 
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The  number  of  Births  registered  during  the  year  was  149,  of  whom  80  were 
males,  and  69  females.  This  shows  a birth  rate  of  20*4  per  1,000,  which  is  one 
per  1,000  less  than  the  previous  year,  and  4*2  per  1,000  less  than  the  average  for 
the  previous  10  years. 

The  birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  generally  was  27*9  per  1,000  as 
compared  with  a rate  of  28*4  per  1,000  in  the  previous  year. 


Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  was  69,  males  38,  females  31.  The  annual 
death-rate  was  10  which  is  within  a small  fraction  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year, 
and  1 '2  below  the  average  rate  for  the  previous  10  years.  The  death-rate  for 
England  and  Wales  generally  was  i6'2,  and  for  142  smaller  towns  I5'6. 

Infantile  Mortality. 

The  number  of  deaths  under  one  year  of  age  was  18,  being  six  more  than  in 
the  previous  year.  The  rate  per  1,000  births  registered  was  I20'8,  being  20  8 per 
1,000  above  the  average  for  the  previous  10  years,  and  35  per  1,000  above  that 
for  1903,  which  showed  an  unusually  low  rate.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
generally  was  146  which  is  25  per  [,000  above  that  for  this  district. 


Zymotic  Disease.

showing  the  number  of  deaths  to  be  5,  slightly  above  the  the  average  for  the 
previous  10  years,  and  at  the  rate  of  0.72  per  thousand  living  The  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  generally  was  1-94  which  is  1*22  above  that  for  this  district. 
The  rate  for  142  smaller  towns  was  2*02. 
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Infectious  Diseases  Notified. 

The  number  notified  was  125,  of  which  110  were  cases  of  measles.  The 
other  diseases  notified  were  diphtheria  6,  erysipelas  4,  scarlet  fever  5.  One 
death  occurred  from  diphtheria. 


Constitutional  Diseases, 

Cancer. 

Five  deaths  were  recorded  as  compared  with  six  in  the  previous  year. 

Tubercular  Disease. 

Six  deaths  were  recorded,  all  being  from  phthisis. 

Local  Diseases. 

There  were  five  deaths  from  bronchitis,  two  from  pneumonia,  four  from 
heart  disease. 

Other  causes  of  death  were  Suicide  one,  accident  tw;o. 

From  the  above  comments  and  appended  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district  is  satisfactory,  the  death-rate  remaining  at  the  same  low  figure 
as  last  year  and  below  the  average  rate  for  the  past  ten  years. 
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The  infantile  mortality  rate  is  higher  than  the  borage  as  has  been  the  case 
throughout  England  and  Wales,  the  rate  for  the  whole  country  being  146  per  1,000, 
compared  with  132  in  the  previous  year.  It  was  160  per  1,000  in  the  larger  towns  and 
154  in  the  smaller  towns.  The  rate  for  this  district  was  120*8. 

Supervision  is  exercised  under  bye-laws  in  force  over  the  erection  of  buildings 
generally,  and  for  the  provision  of  sufficiency  of  open  space  about  houses. 


The  sewer  has  been  extended  in  High  Road,  Nacton,  and  Levington  Roads,  and 
further  considerable  extension  is  now  being  made  towards  that  part  of  the  district  known 
as  Old  Felixstowe.  This  is  leading  to  the  further  abolition  of  the  old  dead  well  system, 
60  old  houses  having  been  connected  with  the  sewer  during  the  year.  The  sewerage 
system  has  been  thoroughly  overlooked,  the  sewage  ejectors  at  three  stations,  the  rising 
and  air  mains  engines  and  air  compressors  have  been  thoroughly  overhauled  and  all  put 
in  good  working  order.  A considerable  addition  has  been  made  to  the  surface  water 
drainage.  Trapping  and  disconnection  of  drains  are  general  throughout  the  district. 


200  dead  wells  and  40  privies  were  emptied  during  the  year,  and  14  nuisances  were 
abated  after  notice. 

House  refuse  is  removed  in  carts  by  the  sanitary  authority  twice  weekly.  Disinfec- 
tion of  infected  dwellings  is  carried  out  by  the  sanitary  authority  free  of  charge  where 
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desired,  and  six  premises  have  been  so  disinfected  during  the  year.  Anti-diphtheritic 
serum  is  supplied  free  of  charge  to  medical  practitioners  within  the  district. 

Water  Supply. 

Water  is  supplied  by  a private  company.  The  main  supply  is  from  two  deep 
wells  at  Trimley.  For  additional  needs  a deep  well  in  Felix  Road,  Felixstowe,  is 
drawn  upon.  The  source  of  the  water  is  free  from  risk  of  pollution. 

Milk  Supply. 

All  vendors  of  milk  within  the  district  are  registered.  Samples  of  milk  have 
been  taken  for  analysis  and  found  free  from  adulteration  and  free  from  chemical 
preservation. 

Idle  slaughter  houses  in  the  district  are  registered,  When  inspected  they  have 
all  been  found  properly  drained  and  limewashed.  One  additional  slaughter  house  has 
been  registered  in  the  year. 

All  bakehouses  have  been  found  in  a clean  condition.  Two  are  underground  and 
are  in  a satisfactory  state. 

The  workshops  in  the  district  are  satisfactory  as  regards  cleanliness,  air  space  and 
ventilation.  Suitable  and  sufficient  sanitary  conveniences  have  in  all  cases  been  provided. 
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No  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  this  district. 

Inspection  of  different  parts  of  the  district  has  led  to  the  abatement  of  several 
nuisances  and  to  the  abolition  of  dead  wells  and  connection  of  houses  to  the  sewer. 

The  tables  appended  give  the  figures  on  which  comment  has  been  made.
